Well, this time I got my answer along with a lot of useles smoke and 
flames. THERE IS NO MILCOM WEB RING. Although I never attempted to imply 
that milcom postings don't belong on the BA Mail List, at least one of you 
revealed the fact that THERE IS A MILCOM MAIL LIST. That's at 
<http://www.gth.net/info/milcom.info> for those of you who care. I never 
said anything against milcom postings. Instead I pointed out that I enjoy 
reading some of the postings that are not even related to ham radio, just 
strictly military history. Frankly, I whiz past the nomenclature 
discussions but I don't resent them. I agree with those of you that say 
the development of military, commercial and ham gear is hopelessly 
intertwined. If you pound a key or push on a press-to-talk button to cause 
a vakyewum toobed device to radiate RF and do it on the amateur frequencies 
then it don't matter what it is or where it originated from. It only has 
to have an imperfect vacuum somewhere in it. That's my understanding of 
the BA policy.

There are SOME boatanchor equipped ham radio websites with a MILCOM THEME. 


Lotta the mil gear is solid state these days. And that's where the rub 
comes in. If you are a MILITARY COMMUNICATIONS EQUIPMENT DEVOTEE do you 
really care if a unit runs on tubes or transistors? If your interest is 
confined to HISTORICALLY SIGNIFICANT MILITARY COMMUNICATIONS EQUIPMENT does 
it mean that Viet Nam era comm gear is not historically significant??
